Our Poliey in China,

In a despatch to his paper, yesterday,
the Paris correspondent of the ‘“London
Morning Post,” states that news has beea
received at the I'rench capital of a diplo-
matic deadlock at Pekin, and adds: “The
capricious and incomprehensible diploma-
ey of the United States is mainly respon-
sibla for tke vaunted accord of the Powers
being broken.” He also says: “It was
the expectation that its policy would be-
ccme steady after the election, but it did
not. It has never been possible to under-
stand what the United States would do
froia one week to another. Now it is en-
tirely in favor of China.”

~ With rare exceptions the official and
semi-official journals of England and con-
tinental Eurcpe are severely critical re-
garding the course of the McKinley Ad-
ministration in China. The “Vossiche
Zeitung,” of Berlin, declares that the Chi-
nese “are only induced by the American
attitude to remain obdurate,”” and that “it
wouls e impessible to aid more effectual-
1y the isint enemy of Western culture.”
The “Beilluzer Tageblaat” says: “The
Philippine question is causing the United
States a severe stomachache. Hence the
shilly-shally policy of Washington toward
China.

All of these pointed expressions of for-
eign opinion go to show the extent to
which our cut and scuttle policy has
counted us ouvt of the Concert. This coun-
iry is no longer regarded as a powerful
co=djuter in the general attempt to solve
the Chinese problem, but as an irritating
marplot, certain, whether foolishly or vi-
ciously, to spoil whatever plan the trained
diplomatists of Europe, skilled in Orien-
tal ways and with scientific knowledge of
Oriental human conditions, may agree
upon.

Mr. Conger, whd\is on the ground and
cught to know what is required in the in-
terests of peace and civiiization better than
superiors can in Washington, has
strongly represented to the State Depart-
ment his opinion that the punishments
which the Chinese Government hes an-
nounced for the princes and mandarins de-
nounced by the Powers, are totally inade-
quate. He ‘.as been instructed to oppose
any terms with which the Chinese proba-
bly could not comply. This, being trans-
lated, is to say, that as far as possible he
must shield the wretches who attacked our
leguiion and tortured amd butchered Amer-
ican women and children, from the just
penaity of their erimes. It is the chocolate
eclair policy, superimposed upoa that of
the cat and scattle.

Russla, of course, desires that China shall
be wrezded as mildly as possible, and is not
to be blamed for assuming that position.

A Clark-Reckefeller Reconeiliation,

Senator W. A. Clark is u Democrat, and
as such of course he will come to
Senate and vote.

NO TELEPHONE MERGER.

Humors of a Giant Consolidation De-
nied by Oflicers Here.

The rumors of a giant telephone compa-
ny merger printed yesterday have no
foundation as far as the officers of tne
Chesapeake and Potomac Telephcne Com-
pany have heard.
